counter-checks, not only as to the 
purity of the ihgredients but also to 
insure that these ingredients will 
produce 
desired, 
p red ictable 
therapeutic results. 
After one study the Canadian 
Medical Association Journal said 
"In the present state of affairs 
there is much to suggest that a 
physician may be wiser to give his 
confidence to those who package 
th eir 
reputations 
w ith 
th eir 
products rather than to those who, 
remaining 
nameless, 
purvey 
a 
nameless "generic drug", 
Another 
plus 
for 
the 
major 
manufacturers is that they just 
don't take their "huge profits" and 
run. Most of this "huge profit" is 
plowed back into research to come 
up with new drugs. 
Now this testing for purity and 
research are just two of the reasons 
why their stuff is going to cost a 
little more. 
Another thing that bugs me about 
the m ajor manufacturers is why, 
with all their bigness, this is the 
only thing I have ever seen in print 
defending these people who have 
done so much for the lengthing of 
human life. It seems that they just 
sit up in their ivory towers, doing 
theil thing, and really don't know 
care what is going on in the rest 
of the world. 
In spite of all these ramblings 
there are plenty of good generic 
drugs on the m arket but if you want 
a generic drug you had better get a 
pharmacy who will give you one 
based on bioavailability and not 
just the cheapest price he can find.

The Press and the American Revolution — 
Principles of Freedom Established 
Gazette, 
I O U R N A L,

Refusing to admit guilt or 
to post bail after being 
charged 
with 
libel, 
Alexander McDougall went 
off defiantly to jail Feb. 8, 
1770. This fiery Patriot of 
New York City had been 
accused 
of 
writing 
a 
“seditious” broadside en­ 
titled, 
“ The 
Betrayed 
Inhabitants of the City and 
Colony of New York.” 
This handbill, published 
anonymously a few weeks 
earlier by James Parker, 
attacked 
the 
colonial 
assembly and Ll. Gov. 
Cadwallader Colden for 
agreeing to a generous 
appropriation bill for the 
support of British troops 
stationed in New York. The 
provincial government, torn 
by a number of disputing 
factions, had quarreled over 
provision bills for several 
years. McDougall’s arrest 
was the latest incident in this 
running dispute. 
Faction Attacked 
The broadside in question 
(signed “A Son of Liberty” ) 
was an inflammatory tirade 
against the legislature and 
against the De Lancey 
faction - a powerful local 
political group - in par­ 
ticular. It charged that the 
people had been betrayed. 
“ Will 
you 
suffer 
your 
liberties to be torn from you 
by your own represen­ 
tatives?,” demanded the 
author. 
The 
assembly, 
enraged by the tone of the 
broadside, declared it a libel 
and offered a reward for 
information 
about 
the 
author. 
If one of the journeymen in 
P ark er’s shop 
had 
not 
named him as the printer, 
and if the seriously ill 
Parker 
had 
not 
been 
pressured 
to 
identify 
McDougall as the author of 
the broadside, the radical 
S co tch m an 
p ro b a b ly 
wouldn’t have been arrested. 
McDoagall Is Hero 
As it (Was, Alexander 
McDougalF became the hero 
of the hour. “ I rejoice.” he

gloated. “I am the first 
sufferer of Liberty since the 
commencement 
of 
our 
glorious struggle..... The 
cause for which I suffer is 
capable of converting Chains 
into Laurels, and Tran­ 
sforming a Gaol (jail) into a 
Paradise.” 
McDougall 
thoroughly 
enjoyed 
the 
situation. 
Delegations of 
Patriots 
wined and dined him in his 
cell. As a m artyr in the 
cause of freedom of the 
press, he posed as an 
American John Wilkes, the 
Englishman who had been 
imprisoned for the libel in 
the 45th number of the 
periodical, 
The 
North 
Briton. On one occasion he 
received 45 “female lovers 
of liberty.” A satirical wit 
asserted that McDougall 
was in the “paradise of 
Mahomet, graced with 45 
black-eyed virgins, who are 
continually caressing him; 
while those angels of light, 
the TRUE Sons of Liberty 
are offering incense at his 
shrine.” 
Indicted For Libel 
The grand jury indicted 
McDougall for libel, but 
before the case came to trial 
the chief witness against 
him, James Parker, died. 
Unable to proceed in this 
action against their tor­ 
mentor the 
exasperated 
assem blym en 
ch arged 
McDougall (now out on 
bail), with “High contempt” 
and he was arbitrarily jailed 
for several months. 
There were large issues 
involved in this m atter. 
Could freedom of the press 
be suppressed in arbitrary 
fashion? Could critics of the 
government be silenced with 
libel suits? 
Liberty of the press and 
libels had been debated at 
various times in the colonies, 
the most famous instance 
having been the Zenger trial 
in New York City in 1735. The 
acquittal of John Peter 
Zenger on the grounds that 
printing the truth was not 
libelous did not mean that 
the press was to be free to 
print whatever it pleased at 
any time thereafter. 
Printers Play Role 


During the Stamp 
Act 
crisis 
(1765-66) 
angry 
printers had played a major 
role in defeating this British 
measure, and their defiance 
of authority had helped to 
further liberate the press. 
But there was still the 
possibility, as seen in the 
McDougall 
affair, 
that 
politicians would attempt to 
silence hostile critics. 
New York in the late 1760s 
was a scene of smouldering 
te m p e r s . 
L ie u te n a n t 
Governor Colden, pointing to 
the dangers of a free press, 
informed the ministry that 
newspapers were “denying 
the legislative authority of 
Parliament” without “the 
least 
Enquiry 
into 
the 
Authors of Publishers” by 
the courts, the council, or the 
assembly. Fully aware of the 
attitude 
of 
government 
leaders, the Sons of Liberty 
(while commemorating the 
repeal of the Stamp Act) 
drank to “The Liberty of the 
Press, and Disappointment 
to those who endeavour to 
subvert it.” 
Press Freedom Upheld 
Jam es Parker’s New-York 
G azette asserted 
boldly 
“ Speaking 
and 
writing 
without restraint, are the 
great privileges of a free 
people. The liberty of the 
press....ought to be defended 
with our lives and fortunes, 
for neither will be worth 
enjoying, when freedom is 
destroyed 
by 
arb itrary 
m easures.” It is sm all 
wonder that 
Alexander 
McDougall went to Parker to 
get his broadside printed. 
When the attack on free 
discussion 
of 
political 
m atters finally came in New 
York, it was not from the 
crown authorities but from 
the 
outraged 
assem bly. 
W hatever the source of 
attack, the Sons of Liberty 
hotly denounced the effort to 
silence McDougall 
and 
convict him of libel. 
The failure of the case 
a g a i n s t 
A l e x a n d e r 
McDougall and the eventual 
dismissal of the charges 
against him were significant 
episodes in the struggle for 
freedom of the press in 
America.

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The Boston Gazette, an old newspaper started in 1719, was published by 
Benjamin Edes and John Gill in Ute period just before the American 
Revolution. Edes was in league with Samuel Adams and other Patriot 
leaders during the dispute with the mother country. The Gazette bore a 
masthead engraved by Paul Revere and often printed vigorous protests 


against British policies as well as defenses of American liberties. This issue 
carried an article by “Populus” (Samuel Adams) on freedom of the press. 
Part of this article, which was submitted in the form of a “Letter to the 
Editor,” can be seen in the insert of the illustration.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I have had two household accidents so 
need some help. My white beaded movie screen has black 
lead pencil marks on it. Is there any hope of erasure? 
Several antique silver spoons are almost encased with 
epoxy glue. What will free them from the glue? They need 
resilvering anyway. I read your column as regularly as the 
Bible but it was a paint shop proprietor who suggested that 
I write you for an answer. — IRENE. 
DEAR IRENE — I have not been able to learn of 
anything that will help your screen. If you want to take the 
chance, you might try using lightly a clean pencil eraser on 
one corner and then blow away the rubber particles. Any 
rubbing, even with the eraser, make take the beads with it. 
Remember this is only suggested as a desperate try. 
White vinegar will remove glue from many things and 
then rinse well. Also, warm water will loosen glue on 
clothing. It might be worth trying the following silver 
cleaning method hoping it would soften the glue so it could 
be gently removed from the spoons. Mix one cup boiling 
water, one teaspoon salt, one teaspoon baking soda: Place 
sheet of aluminum foil in bottom of pan and pour solution 
on top. Put silver in making sure each piece touches the foil 
and boil two to four minutes. When, and,if, glue feels soft 
then try to remove it. This is a most unusual situation but I 
think either way is worth a try. Sorry not to have more 
definite help for both you and your fnend. I do appreciate 
your confidence. — POLLY.

More households own 
cars than own television 
sets, washers, dryers or air 
conditioners, and there are 
more than twice as many 
cars as houses in this 
country, according to the 
Automotive Inform ation 
Council (AIC). 
No other consumer prod­ 
uct is as complicated or 
as misunderstood as the 
family car, a misunder­ 
standing th at sometimes 
leads to frustration when 
automotive service is in­ 
volved. 
A popular belief is that 
auto service is simply a 
m atter of “take out the 
old part and put in a new 
one,” much like replacing 
a tube in a television set. 
In tr u th , th e possible 
combinations of problem 
causes and solutions are 
so infinite th at no two may 
be exactly the same. 


T h rw im portant factors 
Auto service involves 
three very important fac­ 
tors, according to AIC: 
vehicle complexity, neces­ 
sary judgment decisions by 
the service technician and 
communications between 
the service technician and 
the vehicle owner. 
Today’s vehicles are ex­ 
tremely complex. The au­ 
tomobile has about 15.000 
parts and more than five 
miles of electrical wiring. 
Many of its components 
and systems depend on 
interrelated parts to func­ 
tion properly, like the 
steering and suspension 
system, for example. 
F u rth er com plicating 
auto service today are in­ 
creasingly more sophisti­ 
c a te d g o v e rn m e n t-re ­ 
quired em ission control 
devices and safety equip­ 
ment, plus popular con­ 
sum er o p tio n s like a ir 


conditioning, power steer­ 
ing and power brakes. 


Note special skills 
This doesn’t include the 
special skills and knowl­ 
edge required to service 
today’s cars. For one tech­ 
nician to service your en­ 
tire car, he would have to 
be an electrician, glass 
cutter, welder, air condi­ 
tioning technician and 
radio repairman. 
In addition to basic me­ 
chanical ability, he would 
require a knowledge of 
physics, chemistry, m ath­ 
em atics, hydraulics, as 
well as the knowledge he 
must have to use precision 
measuring tools to locate, 
diagnose and apply cor­ 
rect technical information 
to problem solving. 
The second factor is 
judgment. 


About shock absorbers 
There is no practical 
way in the shop to simu­ 
late the way shock ab­ 
sorbers actually work un­ 
der driving conditions, so 
technicians must use a 
certain amount of judg­ 
ment. Most shocks lose 
their effectiveness after 
about 20 or 25 thousand 
miles — sometimes sooner. 
It’s easy to make clean­ 
cut repair or replacement 
decisions that don’t in­ 
volve judgmen 
-a broken 
spring or a bald tire. But 
it’s more difficult — and 
subject to more second 
guessing — w'hen the re­ 
pair or replacement deci­ 
sion calls for a value judg­ 
ment based on experience. 
Ju d g m e n t d ecisio n s 
usually are more difficult 
in the case of older, high 
mileage cars. As the car 
ages, repair costs invari­ 
ably go up and trade-in 
value goes down. At some 
point the car owner may 


have to face a repair job 
that ll cost more than his 
car’s worth. 


Consider the technician 
But if a sympathetic 
technician recom mends 
too little service to keep 
the cost down on an older 
car, he may not solve the 
problem. If, on the other 
hand, he recommends a 
complete overhaul to solve 
the problem, the car own­ 
er may think he is being 
sold more repair work 
than he thinks he needs. 
The third factor in auto 
service is communications. 
To diagnose and solve 
vehicle problems or to sat­ 
isfy specific customer serv­ 
ice requests, the techni­ 
cian must be given as 
much information as pos­ 
sible. Conversely, the car 
owner has to understand 
exactly what work must— 
or may have to — be done 
to satisfy the need. 
Poor communication of­ 
ten results in consumer 
dissatisfaction. 
This is an example of a 
breakdown in communica­ 
tions: A motorist takes his 
car to a service shop, says 
he’s taking a long trip and 
wants a complete tune-up. 
In his mind, a complete 
tune-up means replacing 
the points, plugs and con­ 
denser, and adjusting the 
carburetor. 


May need part?* 
To a top-notch service 
technician, a complete 
tune-up includes every­ 
thing under the hood re­ 
lated to normal engine 
operation, and might re­ 
quire — if necessary — 
replacing the distributor 
cap and rotor, spark plug 
wires, overhauling the 
carburetor, 
adjusting 
valves and replacing worn 
belts. 


Not spaghetti — spark plug wiring is am ong the most overlooked replacem ent item s in 
a car’s ignition system . Since wiring can deteriorate, m ost com petent auto service people 
will check it routinely as part of a tune-up. In the interest o f better com m unication be­ 
tween car owners and service personnel, the Autom otive Inform ation Council urges that 
both parties thoroughly discuss all possible service needs such as wiring before the job 
is done.

“Save Money, Save Gas 
by Robert W. Irvin, Enter­

York — Other than to 
stop eating, there is prac­ 
tically no way to save 
money readily than to cut 
down on gasoline con­ 
sumption. If you are typi­ 
cal. you may not be able 
to reduce the amount of 
driving you do. But Bob 
Irvin, the dean of auto­ 
motive editors, has written 
a definitive guide to help 
you make that driving cost 
a whole lot less. 
Irvin writes, “One thing 
is true for every car — 
you can improve fuel econ­ 
omy by better m ainte­ 
nance and car care.’’ And 
he proves it. 


T u n e-u p benefit* 
Defining a tune-up as 
checking the carburetor, 
the engine compression, 
cleaning or replacing the 
air cleaner element, gap­ 
ping or replacing the spark 
plugs or distributor points, 
Irvin explains the benefits. 
The author quotes the 
U.S. Environmental Agen­ 
cy which says, “Keeping 
an automobile tuned up 
can, on the average, im­ 
prove fuel economy 6 per 
cent as compared to an 
untuned automobile. How­ 
ever, an individual vehicle 
which is grossly m alad­ 
justed or undermaintained 
— for example, spark plug 
misfire, air filters clogged, 
carburetor improperly ad­ 
justed—can suffer signifi­ 
cantly worse fuel economy 
penalties of 20 per cent 


or more.” 
Packed into the 95 pages 
of the book are numerous 
gas-saving tips th at have 
eluded many writers on 
the subject. Irvin points 
out th at Les Viland, an 
economy run veteran, is 
an advocate of waxing 
the vehicle, even the tires 
and fan blades, as an aid 
to better gasoline mileage. 


W eavin g w astes 
Also cited is an Auto­ 
mobile Club of Michigar 
study showing th at motor ­ 
ists who weave in and out 
of traffic on city .streets 
can waste up to 43 per 
cent of their gasoline. 
The book also contains 
valuable information on 
w hat gasoline economy 
you should expect from 
your car, how to get gas 
economy with tractors and 


recreation 
vehicles, 
the 
effects of tires and other 
equipment on mileage and 
how pollution controls 
bear on gas savings. 


G adget w arning 
Irvin warns against fuel 
economy gadgets now on 
the market. A leading con­ 
sumers organization has 
tested a number of these 
“miracle” devices and “has 
yet to find one that is 
beneficial.” 
One auto company did 
find a carburetor th a t 
helped realize a 66 per 
cent fuel savings. How­ 
ever, the carburetor would 
have cost $2,500 to produce. 
“Save Money, Save Gas” 
has been called by its pub­ 
lisher an Insider’s Guide 
to Gas Economy. Indeed 
it is. The price of the 
booklet is less than the 
price of the gas you can 
save in one fill-up after 
a tune-up. Irvin’s work 
should be as much a part 
of a car owner’s “musts” 
as a driver’s license.

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Cleaning Fluids 
Restore Fabrics 


Staining the car’s inte­ 
rior fabric, especially for 
the first time, can be a 
trying experience. Usually 
the owner has been proud­ 
ly keeping the outside 
clean and bright, but he or 
she has very little knowl­ 
edge about how to remove 
a smudge of chocolate or 
shoe polish from the seat 
fabrics. 


Not always difficult 
Whether or not the stain 
is difficult to remove de­ 
pends mainly upon the 
type of stain and the fab­ 
ric. Most automobile seat 
and door panel upholstery 
use three types, according 
to Fisher Body Division of 
General Motors. 
I. Vinyl coated fabrics. 
2. Genuine leather. 3. Syn­ 
thetic cloth fibers (nylon 
or rayon). 
Vinyl and leather are 
relatively easy to clean. 
In fact, there is but one 
recommended method of 
rem oving stains from 
these two types of fabrics. 
Use lukewarm water and 
only the suds from neutral 
soap worked into a piece 
of gauze or cheesecloth. 
This treatm ent should 
work on most stains. 


Synthetic fibers 
Cleaning nylon or rayon 
cloth fibers is more of a 
challenge. 
For best results, stains 
should be removed as soon 
as possible after they have 
been made. The longer 
they set, the more difficult 
the job becomes. Experts 
warn that treatment of 
some stains, especially 
where water treatment is 
specified, may cause dis­ 
coloration or disturbance 
of the finish. These nega­ 
tive results, however, may 
be considered preferable 
to the stain itself. 
Before discussing what 
can be done for stains, one 
should first learn what 
NOT to do when cleaning 


fabric. Here are four 
points to remember: 


1. Never use gasoline or 
naphtha. 
2. Do 
not 
use 
solvents 
such as acetone, lac­ 
quer thinners, enam el 
reducers or nail polish 
rem over. 


3. Do 
not 
use 
laundry 
soaps, bleaches or re­ 
ducing 
agents. 
They 
w e a k e n f a b r i c a n d 
change its color. 


4 . Do not use too m uch 
cleaning fluid because 
an 
excessive 
am ount 
m ay d estro y ru b b e r 
padding or leave a sol­ 
vent ring. 
There are two ways of 
cleaning general soilage 
from cloth fabrics. One is 
with a cleaning fluid and 
the other is with detergent 
foam cleaners. 


Cleaning Fluid Use 
Cleaning 
fluid, 
which 
can usually be obtained 
through 
an 
automobile 
dealer or reputable auto­ 
motive supply house, 
should be used to clean 
stains containing grease, 
oil or fats. Here’s how to 
use it: 


1. V acuum 
area 
to 
re­ 
m ove loose dirt. 


2. Always clean at least a 
full panel or section 
of trim by m asking off 
adjacent 
trim 
along 
stitch o r weld lines. 


3. M ix detergent type of 
foam cleaners strictly 
according to directions 
on label. 


4 . Use foam only on a 
clean sponge o r soft 
bristle brush. Do not 
wet fabric excessively 
or rub harshly with a 
brush. 
5. W i p e c l e a n wi t h a 
slightly dam p absorb­ 
ent towel o r cloth. 


6. Im m ediately dry fabric 
with a dry towel 
or 
hair dryer. 


7. Rewipe fabric with dry 
a b so rb e n t 
to w e l.

"The American economy 
now consumes about 17 
million barrels of oil each 
day. Our inability to meet 
this demand from domes­ 
tic supplies has forced us 
into increasing depend­ 
ence on the oil-rich Mid­ 
dle East and other foreign 
suppliers.” 
So says a statement 
from the U.S. Department 
of Transportation, special­ 
ly prepared for this sup­ 
plement to present the 
government’s point of view 
on the gasoline crunch. 
The statement continues. 
Transportation accounts 
for nearly 60 per cent of 
all the liquid fuel con­ 
sumed in the United States 
and the more than 102 
million automobiles regis­ 
tered throughout the na­ 
tion account for approxi­ 
mately half of transpor­ 
tation’s total use. 


Fights inflation 
Obviously, increasing 
the fuel efficiency of our 
cars will go a long way 
toward decreasing our de­ 
mand for petroleum and 
easing the inflationary 
pressure created by that 
demand. 
President Ford has es­ 
tablished the goal of in­ 
creasing the fuel efficiency 
of the 1980 model cars by 
40 per cent over 1974 mod­ 
els. Our research indicates 
th at the President’s goal 
is entirely reasonable and 
t h a t th e goal can be 
reached by the manufac­ 
turers through improved 
technology, engine resiz­ 
ing and a relatively lim­ 
ited marketing shift to 
smaller cars. Indeed, the 
average fuel economy of 
1975 model autom obiles 
has already brought about 
a 13.5 per cent improve­ 
ment over 1974 models — 
a major step toward the 
President’s goal. 


Need action now 
But President Ford has 
emphasized the urgency 
of whipping inflation now. 
To bank on the long range 
solutions of increasing do­ 
mestic energy supplies and 
improving automobile fuel 
efficiency is like praying 
for rain while flames lick 
through the roof of the 
house. 
President Ford struck 
at the heart of the m atter 
when delivering his ad­ 
dress on the economy last 
October he asked all of us 
to reduce our driving by 
5 per cent in the effort to 
both curb inflation and to 
ease the energy demand. 
Actually, the President’s 
request was a modest one. 
Our studies indicate the 
average car owner could 
reduce his driving by IO 
per cent without seriously 
affecting his job or living 
standard. 
Save IO billion 
If t h a t av erag e car 
owner, now driving 13,000 
miles a year, would cut 
his driving by IO per cent 
he would save some IOO 
gallons of fuel annually. 
And if the IOO million - 


plus cars on the road each 
achieved similar reduc­ 
tions, the savings would 
exceed IO billion gallons 
of gasoline a year with 
the very significant sav­ 
ings in fuel cost of $5 
billion. 
The plain truth is that 
most of us too casually 
and too wastefully use our 
autom obiles a t needless 
cost to ourselves and to 
the disadvantage of our 


society. Many trips are 
made for purposes of du­ 
bious value. And the num­ 
ber of worthwhile trips 
could be greatly reduced 
by better planning and 
organizing our daily rou­ 
tines. 
D ouble up, save 
Although the typical car 
seats four persons, its ur­ 
ban work trip occupancy 
averages only 1.4 persons. 
This statistic tops all 


others in supporting the 
charge of waste and inef­ 
ficiency in the national 
tran sp o rtatio n 
system . 
Raising the occupancy 
rate nationwide to an av­ 
erage or even two persons 
per automobile would save 
an extraordinary five bil­ 
lion gallons of gasoline a 
year. 
We at the Department 
of Transportation have 
placed top priority on 


encouraging greater na­ 
tionwide participation in 
carpooling. Our them e: 
“Double Up America — 
Two Can Ride Cheaper 
Than One.” 
The reduction in the use 
of fuel th at a concerted 
national carpooling effort 
could bring about would 
significantly ease a major 
inflationary pressure on 
the economy. Additional 
goals th at carpooling can 
help achieve are reduction 
of urban air pollution and 
an easing of traffic con­ 
gestion on the streets and 
highways in and around 
our cities. 


S low d o w n 
How we drive should 
rank with where and when 
we drive in any considera­ 
tion of the ways a driver 
can save fuel. Just how 
much can be saved by 
avoiding excessive speed 
will vary from car to car, 
but tests indicate th at a 
25 per cent improvement 
in fuel economy is a rea­ 
sonable expectation when 
highway driving is re­ 
duced from 70 to 50 miles 
per hour. 


Another way to conserve 
gasoline is to make sure 
all vehicles are properly 
maintained. For example, 
the U.S. E nvironm ental 
Protection Agency reports 
"keeping an automobile 
tuned up can, on the aver­ 
age, improve fuel econ­ 
omy six per cent as com­ 
pared to an untuned auto.” 
The agency added grossly 
maladjusted and under- 
maintained vehicles can 
waste 20 per cent or more 
fuel. 
An estimated 3.8 billion 
gallons of fuel could be 
saved annually through 
proper engine m ain te­ 
nance. 
Could destroy country 
In delivering his eco­ 
nomic address to the na­ 
tion last October, Presi­ 
dent Ford said, "Inflation, 
our public enemy number 
I, w ill — u n less it is 
whipped — destroy our 
country, our homes, our 
liberties, our property, and 
finally our national pride 
— as surely as any well- 
armed enemy.” 
That is the dimension 
of the challenge we face.

I f choosing the right 
tires for your car gives 
you as much anguish as 
the kid with a nickel in 
a candy store, then here 
are some basics to help 
you. With the profusion of 
design types and m ateri­ 
als, confusion is under­ 
standable. 
According to the Rubber 
M anufacturers Associa­ 
tio n (RMA) t h e r e are 
three different. tire con­ 
structions prevalent today. 
BIAS TIRES may have 
two, four or more body 
plies of rayon, nylon poly­ 
ester or other materials. 
Basic fibers eross at an 
angle of about 35 degrees 
with the center line of the 
tire strengthening both 
sidewall and tread. Alter­ 
nate plies extend in oppo­ 


site directions. 
In normal, light duty 
driving, bias tires should 
be sufficient. 
BELTED BIAS TIRES 
(Heavy Duty Tires) have 
a body similar to th at of 
bias tires, plus two more 
belts under the tread. This 
construction strengthens 
the sidew all and gives 
greater stability to the 
tread. Tread life is length­ 
ened since the belts reduce 
tread motion on the road. 
Glass belting is often used 
in belted bias tires helping 
resist flex and running 
cooler. 
RADIAL 
TIRES have 
body cords extending from 
bead to bead. Cords run 
at an angle of about 90 
degrees “radial” to the

tire circumferential cen­ 
ter line. Two or more layers 
of relatively rigid belts are 
found under the tread. 
This construction gives 
greater strength to the 
tread area and flexibility 
of the sidewall. The belts 
restrict tread motion dur­ 
ing contact with the road. 
Tread life, traction and 
gasoline mileage are im­ 
proved with radial tires, 
particularly the steel belt­ 
ed variety. 
If you are putting two 
new tires on your car, 
mount them on the rear 
wheels. This will provide 
better traction, handling 
and blowout protection. If 
you’re putting a single 
new tire on, pair it with 
the best remaining one on 
the rear axle.
